Lévesque also died tbe^ac 
of certain groups and hidlvlduals 
hi the domhiant mhiority of Qué- 
bec. He singled out for comment 
a report of a B&B research 
team assigned to hivestigate the 
social ranldng of the different 
ethnic groups of Canada. The 
raults laid dormant hi the files 
of a promhient member of Mc- 
. Gill's staff for over two years, 
l>efore behig published hi 1968. 
The figures ranked the Froich- 
speaUng Québecob as 12th out of 
14 ethnic groups hi Canada. 
The only ones worse off were the 
first generation Italian immigrants 
and the Indians and Eskimos. 

Lévesque also blasted the 
English mass media, accushig 
certahi sectors of falsifyhig 
the- facts. He dted as an exam- 
ple the "hate i:ampaigns" of 
groups sudi as the different 
Chambers of Commerce and 
the Board of Trade, that "appear 
to be acting hi a way that destroys . 
Quâ)ec". 

Lévesque said he was convinced 
that the distortion of bets orig- 
hiated in Québec and was behig 
exported. "The English, he said, 
feel if they. can't control the prov- 
hice any more then they might 
as well tear it down before leav- 
tag." 

Lévesque described all the 
changes ta present-day Québec 
as "brutal but healthy". He add-

What follows is essentially a bare fac-

ture progress. Diere is no attempt to dis- 
cuss in any depth the philosophy under- 
lying these actions - the concept of a 'crit- 
ical university' or an 'activist' Students' ' 
Sodety. 

The executive's general aim, made ex- 
plicit in our electoral statements, was to 
transfonn~~ the Students' Society from a 
passive association into a representative 
union seddng to answer its constituents' 
needs and addressing itself to the problems 
of educatiàiùl reform. In paiticùlar'wehad 
the foUowing five goals: (i) To use Students' 
Sodety resources' and fadiities to serve 
certain of the non-academic needs of stu- 
dents: student bousing,^ birth . control, 
legal aid, eating facmtiés,<:etçltqi)';to: make 
the university more:laponsivé^^td)^otber 
student needs and Interêstsr-'^librarià, 
book store, disdpline, admissions, etc; 
(iii) to act as an agent of educational and 
social change, with special reference to 
course content, teacUng/leaming methods, 
university research and the university's 
external position: (iv) as a logical, neces- 
sity flowing from (ii) and (iii) to demo- 
cratize university governing structures, at 
all levels; 

INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF 
THE STUDENTS' SOCIETY 

1. Student Housing 

■Die Students' Sodety's attempt to set 
up a large^cale student co-op has met 
with a chequered history. Council com- 
missioned a firm of ardiitects to do feasi- 
bility and basic design study in August, 
. aind accepted the architects' report in Nov- 
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ember. However, on November 25, the 
Board of Governors declined to invest Uni- 
versity funds in thé coop on the assumption: 
that financing could be obtabied Uirough 
Quebec, and instead agreed to grant the 
Studeitts'''Sodety a loan of $500,000, should 
approval for the co-op be given by the De- 
partment of Education. Later, Quebec 
notified McGlll that approval would not be 
given to the Students' Sodety unless it 
turned^ oyeriçontrol of the. residence to a 
Qud)ë^wi(le'^;brganizaàonMc^ Co-bp 
Habitat. Hiis was unacc efiffiiigrt he Stu- 
dents' Sodety. ^sf|p|^^'. 

Meanwhile, the McGill Administration 
on January 9 refused to split the option 
money. (i.e. money used to demonstrate in- 
tention to purchase) of $4,500 requhred by 
. the Students' Sodety to tie up the excd- 
lent site contemplated by' the feasibility 
study. Two days later, in the face of Que- 
bec's refusal to grant the Students' Sodety 
.a' loan and the unacceptability of Co-op 
. Habitat's controls, student senators moved 
that SenatMecoinmend to the Governors 
that they refitvST'University funds in the 
co-op. This was defeated, on the grounds 
that we should attempt to negotiate accept- 
able arrangements with Co-op Habitat. 
Subsequently, a meeting was hdd with Co- 
op Habitat and the conditions prcsmted.- 

On February 10 we recdved.:a;;reply. 
from, Co-op Habitat rejecting our 'deinands. 
The Executive tabled with Coundl on Feb- 
ruary 19 a reply breaking off negotiations, 
which was approved on February 25. Coun- 
dl at the same meeting also approved the 
terms of McGlll's capital submission to 
Qudiec for.a'uiiiversityrowned biit student- 
dedgnediim^cmtroUed^re^iiaioe^;^ 
wouldi{faé.leiiMd-ba^b tlie Students' Soc- 



iety; ' There is a reasonable chance that 
Quebec's approval will besobniortbcbming. 
U it is not we wiU baveîIS?KSunT{o the 
Governors and insist that they re4nvest a 
small portion of McGiU's investment fund 
in a mortgage for the Students' Sodety 
residence. 

3. The University Centre 

:^l^^Jid^31|Gouncil passed, on recom- 
-mencktionfbom^the Internal Vice-Presi- 
doit, a total of $17,000 in renovations to 
the University Centre^ more than doubling 
the size of the first-floor Coffee Shop, 
adding more tables and chairs (o the cafe- 
teria, creating new offices, and moving Uie 
Coundl tabte^ji^to room 327 vriiere a gal- 
lery of 60 oSibe seated. 

Meanwhile, a contract was signed with 
a new caterer, Maisonneuve Vending, which 
offered greater variety of food, Students' 
, Sodety control of food quality and quan- 
tities, reduced prices, student employment, 
and a.;no4«a}dause. Through subsequent 
neg6tàtions:with'the University, we made 
it possible; for résidence students to use 
40c meal chits in the University Centre - 
an amount vdiich is inadequate and will 
ha veto be increased. ' 

7. Birth Control 

15,000 copies of an exhaustive and frank' 
16-page study of different aspects and 
varieties of birth control, of the question 
of abortion, and of related social matters 
was put out by the Students' Sodety, free 
of charge, to its members this fall. Ad-, 
ditional copies were printed at the request 
' of other Students' Sodeties and sold at cost.

campus, nor should you hold you r br ea th waiting. Here's why:

Thé Students' Sodety Executive-dect discussed the referen- 
dum with Wilson and dedded we had very grave reservatfonlli^T'?' 
about the effects it would have. We prepared a docnmait endtleiir 
"Several Remarks on Uie Referendum'* and dlstrlblHiiîTfl^'Ure 
members of the commlsrion and Uie new UGEQ Executive. It 
.made tliree main points: 

First - a referendum is not a suitable histhiment for a stu- 
dent union to use to stimulate debate and Uion^t; that it would 
' tend to "confirm members in litUe-thooght-out opinions" and, Uie 
statement hnplied, could, serve shnply as a pleblsdte à ia 
Chartes de Gaulle. • . ; 

Second - Uut ''Uie Union; h. hi danger! of d^^ itself 
to a narrow nationaUsm,'in a rnaimer contriaiy ^ its baslclbb^^ 
Jectives", and recommending Uut "Uie Udon must cduû^nfe^â'P| 
independence of jiosition as the embodiment of a particular sector 
of sodety, and always try to channel and influence stricUy 
nationalist sentiment towards a larger consdousness of the whole 
problem". ' 

Third - Uiat "if the question is defined as purely nationalist.. 
...we run the risk of creating a regressive division hi the student 
movement at a time when En^h-speaUng students are becom- 
hig more activist and willing to partidpate hi a student union". 

These arguments had a very strong effect on the members of 
the commission. They agreed first of all to change the name from 
"referendum on Uie national question" to "consultation on Uie 
future of Quebec", and to hidude on Uie questionnaire options on. 
sodal and economic questions as well as the constitutional one.

case it would be impossible to come up with a. questionnaire 
which would enable all students to express thdr real views on 
thèse questions. . 

The attempts to formulate an acceptable quesUonnahre 
dragged on, were interrupted by the events of October, and con- 
tinued afterwards, wiUiout success. After Christmas, the UGEQ 
Executive dedded to recommend to the CCN that Uie idea of 
holding a referendum be dropped and that the "consultation" 
take pbce informally, by provoking debate on Uie question on 
all camposes.^'Ilie^reasons Uiey gave were largdy those we 
presented to thé'cpnimlsdoni This recommendation was accepted. 

I would strongly question the manner in which they attempted 
to provoke Uiis debate-by taUng a position themselves and asking 
members to respond - as tUs contradicts Uie whole idea of a re- 
sponsible executive in a rep'resentative union,.- However, for the 
Congress, Uie Executive plans to recommènd^'tha^i^ad of 
UGEQ taking a position per se as a student union of the question of 
faidepcndence, the delegates should vote actions that would enable 
Uie public to be made aware of all segments of student opinion. 
Louise Hard, Interiôal Vice-President of UGEQ, says that Uiese 
might involve someUting like a large-scale Teach-in at all Univer- 
sities and CEGEPs where studenU' views could be conveyed to th- 
piibllc and Uie question debated, alUiough she hopes Uut ddepta 
,«dll come up with more imaghiative actions as wdl. 
^r! '- 1 do not think we should fool oundves by pretending that in- 
dependantist sentiments are 'fdt only by a small minority of 
French-speaking students. However there is a constructive role 
we can play boUi during Uie Congress and afterwards if we stick to 
the sirfrit of a motion passed by Studenu' CouncU last December 
;:■ ■ • 

"Be it resolved that Coundl mandate its representatives to 
continue working to orient UGEQ, and francophone students in 
general, away from questions of narrow nationalism and towards 
concentration on broad social, educational and econonUc ques- 
tions".

After Senate rejected thé Cora- '*■ 
mittee's attempt to open itself 
about a mbnUi ago, Students' 
Council ordered that its repre- 
sentatives be withdrawn rather 
than attend closed meetings. 

Student senators Robert Hajaly 
and Ian Hymain complied with 
Council, and this may account for 
the generally illiberal choices of 
the Committee. However, all re- 
commendations of the Nominating 
Committee .come before Senate, 
and^student senators have vowed 
to^UBllenge them and to force an 
open revelation of the criteria, 
used in the selection. 

The selection committees, 
which legally are constituted only 
to advise the Principal, have de 
facto power to select replacements 



for the high administrative of- 
ficers whose terms ez|dre this 
year or who have resigned. They 
are composed, in the case of deans 
in larger faculties.^'of .four re- 
présentatives of thej' Faculty in 
question and four of Senate; in 
smaller faculties, two represen- 
tatives of the Faculty and two of 
Senate; and in the case of the vice- 
principal (planning and develop- 
ment), four representatives of 
Senate and four of the Board of 
Governors.' 

There is no provision what- 
soever for student representation. 

Senate's representatives on the

The English no 
longer can ignore the French. 
The Québécois no longer was the 
word 'provincial'."
